Regardless of ice conditions, for­ 
mal opening of the navigation sea­ 
son on the Great Lakes this year 
will be unusually late in the opin­ 
ion of vessel men here. The reason 
: Cited Is the comparatively small de- 
i mand for tonnage. 
While no definite date has been 
fixed by the Lake Carriers’ Assoc­ 
iation, which embraces a gross ton­ 
nage of more than 2,500,000, it is 
generally believed the first of the 
association’s vessels will not clear 
on their first trips until late in 
April. 
A late opening will he better for 
business, in the opinion of William 
Livingstone, head of the Lake Car­ 
riers’ Association. 
At the close bf the 1920 season, 
382 vessels were included in the 
association’s membership. The total 
movement of iron ore, coal, grain 
and stone carried by these vessels 
last year was 106,518,521 tons. 
The figures showed an increase 
of nearly 15,000,000 tons over the 
preceding season. None of the ves- 
i sei men here, however, will ven­ 
ture a prediction as to the volume 
of. tonnage to be handled during the 
coming season.
